I horofr/ith  present  to  jaa  my  Anruiial  Report  as  Medical  OfTioer 
for  the  Helvoir  Rural  District,  for  the  Year  1921.  The  Ministry  of 
Health  have  this  year  made  an  alteration  in  the  character  of  the  Annual 
Report  r A larp^o  ntimhor  of  details  Y/-hioh  are  practically  the  same  year 
hy  year  are  ooitted,  hut  the  principal  oXlects  are  retained.  This  vrill 
mean  a saving  in  the  cost  of  printing.  A full  report,  (known  as  a 
Survey  Report) , ■will  be  mado  about  every  five  years. 

During  the  Year  1921,  you""  District  ^7as  affected  by  two 
epidemics.  An  outbreak  of  Chicken  Pox  occurred  in  Bottesford  and 
Rodmile  in  July, -38  cases  wore  motlfl^ed,  but  all  were  of  a mild  type. 

In  October,  Harston  suf sored  from  a mild  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever; 
five  notifications  we-p>e  received.  In  August,  Nottingham  was  visited 
by  an  epidemic  of  Sn:allpox,  and  a largo  rnunber  of  prople  whose  work 
took  thrum  thorn  day  by  day,  took  advarttage  of  the  great  protection 
that  vaccination  and  rn-vaocination  confer  against  Smallpox.
